To the inhabitants of the Town of Lancaster qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, a Treasurer, a Prosecuting 
Agent and other necessary officers for the ensuing year. 

3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the following purposes: 

First. To meet current expenses of the Town and apply 
on principal and interest of Town debt. 

Second. For building and repairing highways and 
bridges. 

Third. For building and repairing sidewalks. 

Fourth. For breaking rock and building macadam 
roads and streets. 

Fifth. For lighting streets. 

Sixth For observance of Memorial Day. 

Seventh. For school books and supplies. 

Kighth. For extension and care of sewers. 

Ninth. For care of parks and cemeteries. 

Tenth. For support of the library and reading room. 

4, To direct how the money raised for any of the above 
purposes shall be expended. 

5. To direct how the school money shall be divided. 

6. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
an act to provide for state aid and for the expenditure of other 
public moneys in the permanent improvement of main highways 
throughout the state, passed February 1905, and raise money for 
the same. 

7. ‘To see what sum the Town will raise for the purpose 
of widening roads at points where the travelled road-beds are 
now less than fourteen feet in width. 
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8. To see what sum the Town will raise for the building 
of permanent culverts, and to direct how money raised under 
this and the foregoing article shall be expended. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to appoint a special police officer for night service in Lancaster 
village for the ensuing year, and to raise money for the same. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to hold-in trust the Laura 
McIntire Johnson fund to the amount of $2,364.72 and pay there- 
on an annual interest of five per cent to the Trustees of the Lan- 
caster Public Library. 

11. To see what action, if any, the Town will take in ref- 
erence to a proposal of Dr. G. H. Mortison to build a_ hospital 
in town, and appopriate such sum or sums of money aS may be 
necessary to carry out the action of the Town and provide for 
terms of payment of the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to pay the cost of moving 
the books from the old to the new library and other expenses 
pertaining thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will adopt Chapter 29, Laws of 
1899, (known as the Pillsbury Highway Law) and if adopted to 
take any necessary action in regard to highway districts outside 
the village precinct limits. 

14. To see what sum the Town will raise to enable the 
prosecuting agent to enforce the laws for the suppression of the 
illegal sale of intoxicating liquor. 

15. To transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The following report is submitted to the voters of the Town 
and reference is made below to the different branches which 
will come up at our annual mesting for consideration. 


The question of taxation should be a primary one in consid- 
ering our appropriations. The general burden of taxes should 
be kept in view as well as the general benefits. The Town can 
be run on the basis of a two per cent. tax which is about the 
average rate throughout the state and unless unusual or unfor- 
seen contingencies arise it is safer to keep near this limit. In 
making our recommendations we are following a conservative 
course by striving to approximate this rate. 


Our indebtedness is not beyond our ability to carry and 
probably less than other towns of our size and smaller are 
shouldering. In considering our balance sheet it should be 
borne in mind that many of the expenses entered into for this 
year in reality belong to last year, or have been assumed in ref- 
erence not to one or two years but for their utility during a 
long period of time. 


Our crushing plant has been completely overhauled during 
the past two years. The crusher, which had seen a period of 
usefulness for 17 years, completely gave out this year and every 
part is now new except the frame. With proper usage it ought 
to give good service for at least five years more. Rails have 
also been laid connecting both the Baker Ledge and the ‘town 
gravel pit with the crusher, and rock on the average can be 
furnished at the crusher for much less than the ordinary expense. 


We have every modern appliance for building and caring 
for ourroads. The snow rollers have been newly planked. Two 
up-to-date road machines are owned by the town and our steam 
roller is not only the best make but thoroughly equipped for 
every class of work. No new expenses are in sight for any 
appliance to do our highway work for a number of years.

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


Our roads at several points show considerable improvement. 
The sum of at least Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1500) is required 
under the present law to be expected for permanent improvement. 
More than this has been spent in work of this nature during the 
past year and along lines for extended work for assured results 
in the future. If the same amount of work is accomplished for 
the next year as has been done in the two years past, the worst 
portions of Summer Street and Bridge Road will be among the 
best parts of our highways. The fill has been practically com- 
pleted and graveled near the Joseph Coyle place and stone abut- 
ments have been built adapted for steel beams with concrete 
covering near the Way place. Grades have been changed and 
work laid out looking for a more systematic condition of road 
work in the South part of the town. Stone culverts have been 
built near the Monahan place and at the Langland farm on the 
river road. Three new stone culverts near the Simonds farm 
on the Whitefield road have been constructed and work of.a like 
nature in other parts of this district. The high water iu the 
spring brought about an unforseen expense in two sections of the 
town, Bridge Road and Alder-brook Bridge. The first was rem- 
edied at a comparatively low cost by changing the grade of tbe 
hill above. The temporary repair at the second point of the 
old wood abutments would have meant not alone a waste of 
money but continue to be a source of danger. It is considered 
wise to remedy this condition by a complete elimination of the 
bridge. Steel culverts with cement masonry have therefore been 
laid and a fiJl made giving a road-bed of proper width. While 
the cost, owing to weatber and other conditions may seem excess- 
ive, it will compare favorably with work of a like nature in 
nearby towns. 


Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899 towns are required to 
raise one-fourth of one per cent. of their valuations for main- 
tenance of roads, provided however that no town is required to 
raise an amount exceeding $50.00 per mile of road. Under the 
above laws the following amounts relate to our town for the 
year coming: 
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Amount required to be raised, $3835. 19 


Additional amount if town applies 
for state aid, 767.00 


Total minimum amount required to 
be raised for highway purposes if 
town applies for state aid, $4602. 19 


If no application for state aid is made 
in 1908 the towu is required under 
Section 3 of Chapter 35 Laws of 1905 
to set apart and expend for perma- 
nent improvement the sum, 1534. 00. 


If the town does apply for state aid 
under the above mentioned law of 
1905 a joint fund for the town is 
formed, the items of which are as 
follows: 


Set apart by town under Section 8, $1534.00 
Set apart by town under Section 4, 767.00 
Apportioned by state under Section 5, 575.25 
Total joint fund for 1908, $2876. 25 


MACADAM ROADS AND STREETS. 


Your selectmen were called upon to re-suface the macadam 
road from the foot of Baker Hill to the B. & M. R. R. and’One 
Thonsand Dollars ($1000) was appropriated for this purpose. 
The work so far has not only utilized more than this amount 
but has caused additional and unlooked for expense in our side- 
walk and sewer account. While the work has been costly we 
feel that it will be justified not alone for its character and per- 
manency but, by the introduction of cement gutters, in the im- 
proved cleanliness and generalssanitation in the vicinity of our 
stores. The work if continued should be done not by a limited 
appropriation but with reference to securing assured results. 
The primary necessity in our macadam work will be the coating 
of the fill made in front of the Masonic Building, and the bad 
condition of a part of Middle Street calls for immediate relief, 
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BUILDING AND REPAIRING SIDEWALKS 


The concrete sidewalk has been re-surfaced along almost the 
entire length of Portland Street. Repairs have also besn made 
on Bunker Hill, Prospect and Williams Streets. New crossings 
have been made on Elm, Pleasant and Prospect Streets and con- 
crete corners made at the junction of Elm and Bunker Hill Streets 
with Main Street. A new walk has also been laid along a por- 
tion of Williams Street to a point near Judge Fitch’s residence. 
Over a mile of gravel and macadam walks have been laid in 
different parts of the village. Extended work of this nature has 
been done -on Prospect Street, Bridge road, and near the B & M. 
Station. It is to be hoped that walks of this nature, which are not 
expensive in cost, and for their character are lasting in results, will 
coutinue to be built, until every resident of the village shares 
in the advantages of this class. The concrete walks have been 
brought to a point where, for a few years, at least, the constant 
expense of covering them will be reduced to a minimum, instead 
of taking the maximum amount of our appropriation. It would 
be far sighted policy to replace the worst portions with a more 
permanent walk of the nature of the grano-lithic work done the 
past two years on Middle Street. If the same amount of money 
is raised for this year as years previous Middle Street can be as- 
sured of a practically complete walk of this nature and work 
can be commenced on Main Street at some point near the new 
Library Building, having in view the replacing of the worst por- 
tions in the vicinity at least of our churches and public build- 
ings with a walk of durable character. 


EXTENSION AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


It was hoped last year that the Town could get along with 
some less expense in this department fora number of years. The 
experience of another year has convinced us that the sewers can- 
not be properly cared for and the slight extensions or alterations 
which we are called upon year by year to make, be carried on 
for less than the sum which has usually been appropriated in 
years heretofore. A much needed change has been made along 
Wesson Street and catch basins have been added at points in- 
sufficiently drained. 
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PARKS AND CEMETERIES. 


A small beginning has been made in the care of our ceme- 
teries and sufficient money placed in the hands of the Trustees 
of the Summer Street Cemetery to enable them to pay off all its 
indebtednesses. An extra expense has been incurred but one to 
which no real citizen can object in view of the generous gift of 
the new library, by grading the adjacent portion of the Park and 
hauling and placing of gravel on the Library lot.
